PETERSBI'RG, November 17.—Gen-
eral Stoessel, in his dispatehes to Emperor
Nicholas, reports the repulse of a Japanese
attick October 26 on the north front of
Port Arthur.

The fol-
lowing day they also attacked one of the
forts on the north side, but our heavy ar-
tillery and shrapnel fire dispersed their re-
werves, and the assault was repulsed.

Third Day of Investigation
of North Sea Inc.dent.

A REITERATED STORY

FISHERMEN CAN CONCEIVE OF NO
REASON FOR THE ATTACK.

None Had Seen a Japanese or Strange
Warship There Excepting the
Russian Ships.

HULL, England, November 17.—The third
day of the board of trade inquiry into
the North sea incident opened today with
further relterations of the oft-repeated
story that there were no Japanese, no guns
and no ammunition on board the trawlers,

and that the fishermen could conceive of
no reason why they had been attacked.
None of them had heen asked by any

Japanese ageney to do anything, nor had
any of them seen a Japanese or strange
warship of any deseription in the North
sea with the exception of the Russians.

One witness admitted that on seeing the
North sea hospital trawler Alpha with ex-
tinguished lights he had remarked,
“There’s a torpedo boat.™

Cross-gxamined by Dr. Wondhouse, coun-
sel representing the Russian embassy, the
witness said he was positive it was not a
torpedo boat, but he was not sure it was
the Alpha. He never before had seen a
trawler with all her lights out.

Rumored Hitch Denied.

LONDON, November 17.—The Associated
Press learns that there is no justification
whatever for the sensational deductions
made in the London Dally Telegraph’s dis-
pateh from 8t. Petersburg, published this
morning, from the delay in signing the
Anglo-Russian North sea convention. Rus-
sia has accepted In principle the  Inter-
nutional commission, but the exaet text of
the convention must be the subject of
agreement between the two powers. The
present difference concerns small details
of the wording of the agreement as sub-
mitted by Great Britain for Russia's con-
sideratlon.

NEW YORK HORSE SHOW.

Very Small Ponies Were Feature of
Today’s Session.

NEW YORK, November 17.—Ponies,
many of them not over 46 inches in height,
were the center of Interest at the annual
horse show today, and the beautiful
weather of the week continued. Last night
had the record crowd, and there was some-
thing of a lull in the attendance today, al-

though there was no diminution in the in-
terest.

In addition to heing pony day this was re-
garded as children’s day, as the small bits
of humanity were out in force to see and
admire the smallest specimens of the horse
kingdom. Earlier in the week ponles were
exhibited In harness contests, but today
they were exhibited running free.

DENVER TAR PLANT BURNED.

One Dead and Three Seriously Injured
—Spontaneous Combustion.
DENVER, November 17.—One man is
dead and three others are seriously injured
as a result of a fire which destroyed the
tar plant of the Denver Gas and Electrie

Company. The property loss is esiimated
at $25,00. The dead: Clement 1. Clark. In-
jured: Edwin F, Jones, Robert Meyers,

Frank Walters.

The fire was caused by spontaneous com-
bustion among the oil and paints In the
paint department. The men were working
in the room at the time, Their clothing
caught fire, and two of them saved their
lives by jumplng into a water tank. Clark
and Jones rushed from the building with
clothing ablaze, and Clark was so badly
burned about the arms and body that he
died sgon after reaching the open alr,

PORTUGAL’S SOVEREIGNS.

Gala Reception in London—Guests of

the Lord Mayor.

LONDON, November 17—King Charles
and Queen Amelia of Portugal passed in
procession through the streets of London
today and had luncheon at the Guild Hall
as the gue®ts of the lord mayvor and cor-
poration. As a pageant the royal progress
through the lamplit streets of the city
could not be regarded by even the jnost
enthusiastic as a success,

COL. HECKER RESIGNS.

Health Will Not Permit Him to S{ay
on Isthmian Commission.

'ol. Frank J. Hecker of Michigan has
resigned as a member of the Panama canal
commlission.

Mr. Hecker wrote to the Presldent on the
11th instant as follows:

“Mr. President: A stay of fifteen weeks
on the Isthmus during the past summer has
convinced me that the effect of the climate
of the zone is so unfavorable to my health
that continued period of residence there,
guch as the duties of commissioner of the
{sthmian cana\l make desirable if not im-
perative. would be at the risk of a general
breakdown, both physleally and in efficlency
of service. Therefore, with sincereat re-
grets. I feel constrained to tender my resig-
nation. to take effect at such date as it may
please you to accept it

‘“*Thanking you for the honor done me In
Laving appointed me a member of the com-
mission to carry on this great and im-

portant work and assuring you of my ap-
preciation thereof, I am, very respectfully,
your obedlent servant,

“FRANK J. HECKER.”

The President's reply, which was dated
the 16th. follows:

The President has not intimat-
ed to anybody whether he has any man in
mind for the place or not.

SECRETARY SHAW GIVES NOTICE.

Btate and Municipal Bonds Will Not
Secure Public Deposits.

Becretary Shaw has sent out notices to the
nineteen national banks having state and
municipal bonds in the treasury to secure
public deposits that the same must be with-
drawn within thirty days, and that United
States bonds, Philippine certificates and
Philippine land purchase bonds will be ac-
cepied in substitution. The amount of state
and municipial bonds now on deposit in the
treasury is about $1,000,000.

SECRETARY TAFT'S TRIP.

Will Leave This Evening for New

Orleans on His Way to Panama.

Secretary Taft put the finishing touches
on his annual report to the President this
afternoon. He remained at home all day
vesterday engaged in that work and com-
pleted It at the War Department today
notwithstanding many interruptions by vis-
itors and ecurrent work.

Accompanied by a small party, the Secre-
tary will leave here this evening for New
Orleans, where he will remaln until Sun-
day morning, on which day the party will
embark on the dispatch boat Dolphin and
proceed to Pensacola. At the Florida port
they will beard the cruiser Columbia and
leave Monday for Colon. Secretary Taft
fs charged with the delivery to President
Amador of a special message of amity and
good will from President Roosevelt and
also with the settlement of certain ques-
tions pending between the governments of
Panama and the Unpited States over the
government of the ¢anal strip.

LIEUT. PRUYN’'S CASE.

The President Comwiauies Sentence of
Dismissal.

The President has exercised clemency In
the long-pending case of Second Lieuten-
ant John McE. Pruyn of the T4th Infantry.
That officer was sentenced by a court-
martial to dismissal from the army for
various seribus vielations of the army
regulations while on duty In the Philip-

és. It was charged that he had broken
quarantine, that he had been intoxicated,

and that he had misbehaved himself in the "

company of some enlisted men. Lieuten-
ant Pruyn is a native of New York, and
during the Spanish war served as a private
and c%rporajp‘tln the 42d United States Vol-
unteer Infantry in the Philippines up to
February, 1901, when he was appointed
second lleutenant of the 14th Regular In-
ntry.

MAKING SOLDIERS’' CLOTHING.

The Law May Prevent the Execution of
the President’s Wishes.

Secretary Taft has decided to ask the
judge advocate general of the army for a
legal opinion defining his authority in
regard to the manufacture of soldiers’
clothing at the Schuylkill arsenal, Phila-
delphia. Jt is the desire of the President
and the Secretary of War that this work
shall be done by the widows and orphans
of soldiers if that course is possible with-
out vielation of the general statutes pre-
scribing that government work shall be
let by contract to the lowest bidder.

There ig authority for the statement that
there is no dispesition on the part of
Quartermaster General Humphrey or any
of the officers of the quartermaster’'s de-
partment having control of this matter
to antagonize the plan of giving the work
to the widows and nrphanls of soldlers If
it can be done within the law.

At ihe request of Secretary Taft, Gen.
Humphrey has prepared a statement of
the facts in the case for submission to
the law officer of the department. In that
report Gen. Humphrey showed that about
100,000 garments of various kinds are
now being made by seamstresses at Phi!-
adelphia, also that the quartermasters
department had advertised for bids and
received replies before any controversy
had arisen over the subject. The bids
showed that the trousers could be made
by the manufacturers for 371 cents,
while they cost 76 cents when made by
the seamstresses, making a saving on the
order of $20,000 to the government. Gen.
Humphrey calls attention to the statutae
which compelled advertising for bids and
letting of contracts to the lowest bidder
where the same quality of work could be
secured, and the law officer of the army
is'to give an opinion if the bids can be
rejected under the eircumstances.

The defendant’s father J. Randolph Pat-
terson of Washington, was in the court
room early and occupled a seat near Lis
daughbter within the bar inclosure.

Pleased With Jury Selections,

It is known that her counsel and her
father are pleased with the selections so
far made for the jury. In fact, there is a
rumor about the criminal court that” the
prosecution, in practically permitting the
defense to name the jurors, has for the sec-
ond time admitted the weakness of its case.

Miss Patterson slept well last night. Ma-

tron Sweeney said this morning that she
did not awake once, and her sleep was *'as
sound and beautiful as that of an innocent
babe.” She was eating breakfast when her
father called at the Tombs with aa encour-
aging letter from her mother, who is ill in
Washington.

Father and Daughter Hopeful.
Father and dauvghter both seemed hope-
ful. During breakfast they chatted over
the newspapers and looked at the pictures
the papers had printed of the first day's
trial. After breakfast her father went to
take a walk, and Nan returned to her cell
to dress for the second day of the trial

Her father was waiting for her in court.
Abraham Levy, counsel for Miss Patter-

son, sald he believed a panel of twelva could
be completed today. Mr. Rand was of the
same opinion.

Assistant District Attorney Garvin was
busy putting the finishing touches on the
dummy skeleton of Young which he prom-
ises to produce in court. -
